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Negro Elks in City Have 
Post-Convention Woes 


Sixteen Householders Seek Aid of Prosecutor 
For Refunds of $2 Paid to Register 
Rooms for Rent to Delegates. 


The troubles of the St. Louis 
hosts of the Negro Elks’ conven- 
tion didn’t end with the close of the 


convention Aug. 30, it was disclosed 
yesterday, when 16 Negroes com- 
plained to Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney John E. Swanston that they 
had been unable to collect refunds 
of the $2 they had each paid to 
register their homes for housing the 
delegates. 

They said the monéy was due 
them because the convention hous- 
ing committee had failed to send 
them any delegates at $1.50 a night. 

Jordan W. Chambers, undertaker 
and convention chairman, reached 
by Swanston on the telephone, con- 
ceded that the claims were valid, 
but said no money was left. “We've 
refunded $1100 already and are 
trying to raise more,” he said. “We 
made a mistake in attempting this 
system.” 

However, the real trouble, Cham- 
bers explained to a Post-Dispatch 


reporter, was that a_ substantial 
part of the refunds had gone to 
householders who actually enter- 
tained guests but who claimed they 
had not. 

The situation was not made less 
complicated by the fact that in 
many cases wildcat taxicab driv- 
ers took delegates to houses other 
than those to which the. committee 
sent them, with the result that the 
committee’s records showed that 
some registered householders had 
accommodated guests when in fact 
they had not. 

Lacking an adequate check on 
the veracity of the claimants, the 
committee paid out a considerable 
sum before it discovered what was 
going on. 

“We're going to try to pay every- 
body who has a refund coming, but 
not until we make sure they have 
it coming,” Chambers said. 

Meantime, Prosecutor Swanston 
has marked the case “closed,” pend- 
ing further developments.

Plans for Further Talks. 


After speaking at Madison to- 
night, in the Field House of the 
University of Wisconsin, Willkie 
will leave immediately for White 
Plains, N. Y., where he is to ad- 
dress a big Republican rally tomor- 
row night. From this point on he 
scarcely will pause for even  s0 
much as a day’s rest as he carries 
the campaign to a conclusion. At 
least 20 major speeches are sched- 
uled for coming weeks, with an- 
other pronouncement on foreign 
policy set for Cleveland on Oct. 
2 and another labor speech for 
Pittsburgh a day or two later. 

As this extraordinary tour draws 

to a close—and it must be put down 
as one of the most strenuous ef- 
forts in American electioneering— 
certain facts stand out One is that 
Willkie risks a great deal in ex- 
temorizing on major issues. Despite 
the experience that he has had, he 
is still capable of making remarka- 
ble off-hand statements. At Mitch- 
ell, S. D., yesterday he had this to 
say: 
“T have heard much talk in the 
last seven and a half years about 
this being an administration that 
represents the poor as against the 
rich. But every rich man I know 1s 
comparatively better off today than 
any poor man I know when com- 
pared with his situation of seven 
and a half years ago. The riches 
of the rich have been frozen in 
their hands.” 

In other words Willkie is saying 
that the New Deal has benefited 
the rich, which is certainly not the 
conviction of the men of power and 
influence who are working to bring 
about the election of this remarka- 
ble candidate. In the same speech 
he said that “we of modest means” 
and the poor have carried the bur- 
den of taxation “under the New 
Deal.” Actually, of course, he is 
one of the very few men to seek 
the White House in modern times 
whose income has been as great as 
that of the office of President. 


Crowds at Least Respectful. 


Almost without exception the 


large crowds that have come out 
to see Willkie have been respect- 
ful and interested when they have 
not been enthusiastic. The impres- 
sion is of a relatively prosperous, 
but puzzled and uncertaiin people 
who want to be reassured concern- 
ing the doubts and fears of a dif- 
ficult time in the world’s history. 


The children of the West have 
been an exception to this generali- 
zation. Judging from the crowds 
we have seen, every boy and girl 
under 18 is against Willkie. They 
have booed and jeered with varying 
degrees of gusto from Texas to 
Washington and from Washington 
to Iowa. In Fargo, N. D., as at 
Amarillo, Tex., they chanted this re- 
frain: 

“Roosevelt’s in the White House 
waiting to be elected; 


“Willkie’s in the ashcan waiting 
to be collected.” 


No explanation has been offered 
for this curious phenomenom unless 
it be merely the general contrari- 
ness of the present generation of 
youngsters. Gov. Harold Stassen, 
confronted with a boisterous and 
demonstrative youth delegatign at 
Fargo, suggested this was organized 
by New Dealers. But it seems 
doubtful that such uniform booing 
sections could have been organized 
in 18 states. A Republican scarcely 
would concede such efficiency to 
the New Deal.

Unofficial reports said 31 of the 
planes were shot down in a fu- 
rious 30-minute battle over the 
Isle of Wight, and that at least 
nine others were destroyed in en- 
gagements over the industrial Mid- 
lands and the southeast and north- 
east coasts. 

The night raiders raced over 
widely scattered sections of Lon- 
don, dropping incendiary and ex- 
plosive bombs. At an early hour, 
however, there was not a single 
big fire to be seen on the city’s 
horizon.

“We were fortunate, for our life- 
boat went down into the water 
without any trouble and got away. | 

“We completely lost contact with 
other lifeboats and the waves were 
so high that even if they had been 
only a slight distance away we 
could not have seen them. 

“With some canvas the seamen 
rigged up a shelter in the bows and 
we lay there protected in some 
measure from the wild seas, but we 
had only one blanket for three 
boys.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP).— 
A demand for an investigation of 


'“propaganda agencies” favoring 
‘greater aid to Britain was voiced 
by Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
'yesterday simultaneously with ar- 
‘rival in the capital of a “flying 
'delegation” of prominent citizens 
‘from 37 states to urge increased 
support for the British. 

The basis of Clark’s discussion was 
an article by Charles G. Ross which 
‘appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
last Sunday under the title “Inside 
‘Story of ‘Propaganda Engine’ to 
send U. S. Army and Navy Equip- 
iment to Britain.” 

Clark told the Senate that 
| America had recently been “put on 
'notice” of an organized move to 
‘send its great four-motored bomb- 
‘ers, its mosquito boats, the army’s 
secret bomb sight, and finaily, bat- 
tleships and men to the assistance 
of Great Britain. 

The principal agency in an “in- 
terlocking group of propaganda 
agencies” urging this program, he 
said, was the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies, under 
the chairmanship of William Allen 
White, Kansas publisher. Its rep- 
resentatives, he charged, have been 
active in “building fires” under 
army, navy and other officials for 
‘the release of “our most priceless 
‘military supplies” to the British. 

The “flying delegation” included 
some who have been active on 
White’s committee, but representa- 
tives said there was no Official 
‘connection, The members desig- 
/nated their group as a flying dele- 
'gation because they flew to Wash- 
ington to present their views to 
Congress and President Roosevelt.

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Tributes to Admiral Who Advocated 
Present Naval Policy 50 Years Ago 


Roosevelt on Centenary of Alfred Thayer 
Mahan’s Birth Declares Many of His 
Analyses Are Equally True Today. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP).— 
On the 100th anniversary of his 
birth, world events are fulfilling 
the prophecies of Rear Admiral 
Alfred Thayer Mahan, great Amer- 
ican exponent of sea power, and 
United States policy is being mold- 
ed by his recommendations of 50 
years ago. 

“Many of his analyses, prior to 
the first World War, read as 
though they had been recently 
written,” said President Roosevelt 
yesterday in a letter to Secretary 
of the Navy Knox. 

“Those teachings are as funda- 
mental today as they were then,” 
said Knox in a message to the 
naval services in honor of Mahan’s 
centenary. 

Admiral Mahan, who died in 1914, 
warned repeatedly against the up- 
surge of German land and naval 
strength. He cautioned the United 
States that the British fleet might 
become too preoccupied with its 
own interests to bother with this 
country. 

Advocated Big Navy. 

He advocated a navy that could 
cope with the two mightiest fleets 
of that day, the British and 
French. Today, with a 20l1-ship, 
70 per cent naval expansion pro- 
gram, such an armada is under 
construction, designed to resist any 
possible combination of Powers in 
either ocean.

Born at West Point, N. Y., the 
son of a military academy profes- 
sor, Mahan followed .the sea for 
25 years and then spent 30 years 
as a writer. His first book, “The

“effected a revoliftion in the study 
of naval history, and in the imme- 
diate outlook of the great Euro- 
pean Powers,” Roosevelt said.

1. If you ever heard of our Sidney 
Smith, you must know that he pointed 
out with force about 1840 that Massa- 
chusetts and other states of yours bor- 
rowed money of us to build railways and 
utilities and never repaid it. I imagine 
this debt alone at compound interest 
would wipe ours, if it existed, off the 
map. 

2. But in 1914-18, your manufacturers, 
merchants and commercial classes cor- 
nered every earthly commodity you had 


and sold to us at prices gradually rising | 


from 50 to 600 per cent above market 


prices. 

At that time I, for instance, used zinc 
spelter for our war purposes. In July, 
1914, the price was about £25 per ton 
delivered. 


I call thieving, not business. 


We had to borrow money of you to. 
too 


help our allies whom you were 
canny to trust, and I know that the 
money poured into the greedy jaws of 


‘your Shylocks was raised by loans made | 


by your nationals, some of whom are 
my friends. 

It is jolly hard on them, but it is your 
Midas millionaires who should be made 
to repay their ill-gotten gains, not us, 
whom they robbed so unmercifully. 


I-reckon we don’t Owe you a penny, | 
but I thank God there is today a better | 
spirit, and if you had had a 100 per | 


cent excess profit duty in 1914, there 
would not even be a paper debt to rave 
about.

Fighting in Channel, Gibraltar, Africa and 
Indo-China Marks First Phase of Totali- 
tarians’ Big Battle for Control of Sea 
Lanes, He Says. 


NCE Hitler broke through the 
(aniea defenses on the Western 
front, the European war was 
destined inevitably to become in 
the literal sense, and not merely 
rhetorically, a world war. We are 
now witnessing the events which 
were prepared in May. The battles 
over England and Northern Europe 
an” in the English Channel, at 
Gibraltar, toward Egypt and Suez, 
at Dakar in Africa and in French 
Indo-China, are the opening battles 
of a great campaign in which there 
jis at stake, not frontiers in the 
European continent, but the mas- 
tery of the oceans of the world. 

These battles, at so many widely 
separated points across more than 
alf the world, are strategically one 
great battle. A study of the map, 
or rather of the globe of the earth, 
will show that these battles are be- 
ing fought at all the gateways 
through which Germany, Italy and 
Japan must pass if they are to break 
the naval power which now limits 
their conquests to the territories 
they. can occupy with their armies. 
For if they are to become the un- 
disputed masters of Europe, Asia 
and Africa, they must be masters of 
the seas. They must knock out 
that sea power which is the shield 
and the sword of the free nations, 
and they must themselves rule the 
seas. This, therefore, is no longer 
the Battle of Britain alone. This 
is the first phase of the Battle of 
the Great Oceans, 


Gibraltar, and upon the Vichy gov- 
ernment in regard to the French 
African empire on the Atlantic! 
Ocean. 

The grand objective of the Axis| 
is to crush sea power in its main 
base in the British Isles, and at the 
same time to clear the passageway 
from Europe to the Pacific so that 
the German, Italian and Japanese 
navies shall be free to act togeth- 
er. If this objective is attained, 
we shall stand on the defensive in. 
the two oceans with the initiative | 
in the hands of Japan, Germany | 
and Italy.

ETERMINING the merit of a 
D final contract is a difficult mat- 

ter because many factors have 
to be taken into consideration. Nat- 
urally, the cards are of greatest im- 
portance, but the skill of the de- 
clarer and of the defenders must 
also be weighed.
